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Funeral Ceremonies in Islam and Zoroastrianism: A Comparative Study

Abstract: 

The body of deceased carried out through different ways in every religion and 
community. Islamic law (sharia) calls for burial of the dead as soon as possible, 
predated by a simple ritual which involves bathing and shrouding the body. The Islamic 
way of funeral shows respect of human being either they are alive or dead, while it is 
believed in Zoroastrianism the death as ritual impurity and the dead body is disposed- 
off in Dakhma by vultures. This article represents the difference of funeral ceremonies 
in Islam and Zoroaster religion whereas the ceremonial exercises are discussed from 
beginning to an end.

“According to our religion soon after the soul has left the body, the body starts 
decaying and except for a few people who have to carry the dead body no person is allowed 
to touch the body lest he be infected. The people who carry the dead body have to get a 
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purifying bath after the dead has been laid to final rest. No part of the body of dead person is 
allowed to be kept as a memento.”

“Soon after death, the corpse is washed, and a clean suit of clothes is put over it. 
The kusti, or the sacred thread, is then put sound the body with a prayer. The corpse is 
placed on the ground in a corner of the front room on large slabs of stone, or impermeable, 
hard, dry clods of earth. The hands are folded upon the chest cross wise. After the corpse is 
placed on slabs of stone, one of the two professional corpse-bearers, to whom the body is 
entrusted, draws round it three kashas, or circles, with a metallic bar or nail, thus reserving 
temporarily the marked plot of ground for the corpse so as to prevent the living from near it 
and catching infection.”(29)

The sooner it is eaten up, the fewer the chances of further 
decomposition, and the greater the safety of the living. The clothes removed from the 
corpse are thrown in a pit outside the tower where they are destroyed by the combined 
action of heat, air and rain, In Bombay they are destroyed with Sulphuric acid.(3 6)
